The San Francisco District Attorney’s Independent Investigations Bureau (IIB) has completed its 
review of the fatal shooting of Luis Gongora Pat by San Francisco Police Department (SFPD) 
officers on April 7, 2016. As you are probably aware, IIB has declined to file criminal charges 
against SFPD Officer Michael Mellone (Star No. 4249) and Sergeant Nathaniel Stegar (Star No. 
2252) for their involvement in this incident. 

We are now forwarding to you our materials pursuant to DPA’s agreement to treat the materials 
as confidential. As you know, IIB focused exclusively on determining whether criminal charges 
relating to the officers’ conduct are warranted. This review did not examine collateral issues such 
as officers’ compliance with internal SFPD policies and procedures, their training or tactics, or 
any issues related to civil liability. The decision not to pursue criminal charges should not be 
interpreted as expressing any opinion on such non-criminal matters.
